NOTE .The numbering of the shots upon the targets will enable the reader at a glance to appreciate the high skill displayed by
'the contending marksmen. A shot in the "bull's eye" or small inner square counts four; a shot outside the bull's eye but within the large

central equal, is a "centre," and counts three; a shot on the target but outside the "centre" is an "outer" and counts two. Where the target

is missed a cypher in the score underneath will indicate it. The targets fired at are twelve feet wide by six feet high; the ' bull s eye" is

three feet square and painted black; the "centre" is six feet square, and the right and left "outers" are each three feet wideby six feet high.
